The State Campaign. 
Yesterday we printed the call for a 
meeting of the democratic state executive 
committee, issued by the chairman, Hon. 
George N. Lester. While it is not within 
the province of the committee to conduct 
or control the canvass, its meeting, never- 
theless, practically inaugurates the cam- 
paign, and its action may, by wise and 
judicious management and prudent coun- 
sel, do much toward shaping a struggle, 
the result of which will be of vast impor- 
tance to the people of thestate. It is en- 
tirely within the province of the commit- 
tee to embody in its call for a state con- 
vention such suggestions as may be 
deemed pertinent to the occasion. To 
this end it is to be hoped that each mem- 
ber will make it convenient to attend the 
meeting in person. It is to be hoped, 
moreover, that each member will consult 
with the leading men of the party in his 
district as to the policy to be pursued, so 
that he may meet his colleagues of the 
committee in the capacity of a represen- 
tative democrat. No matter what shape 
the campaign may take, the democratic 
party will be opposed, not only by the re- 
publicans, but by a well-organized and 
aggressive body of independents: ‘How 
large this body of independents will be 
remains to be seen; but it depends, to 
some extent at least, ‘upon the policy 
adopted by the democratic party.

Dr. Felton and Mis Opportunity. 

We must, continue to urge upon Dr. 
Felton the necessity of lending his vote 
and influence to the promotion of a rea- 
sonable and timely reform in the present 
tariff. As we have before taken occa- 
sion to explain, we do not single him out 
because he is an independent, but be- 
cause his position as a member of the 
ways and means committee carries with 
it, at this time, the most peculiar and 
pressing responsibilities, and, further- 
more, beeause we believe that his incli- 
nations and impulses are all in favor of 
relieving the people of a portion of the 
unjust war-tariff which is now levied 
upon them in the name of protection, 
but really in the interest of vast and pow- 


urge tariff reform in the interests of or- 
ganized democrats, or independents, or 
republicans; we urge itin behalf of the 
whole people of the country, men women 
and children—and particularly in behalf 
of the people of the impoverished south. 
When, therefore, we point our arguments 
at Dr. Felton itis simply and solely be- 
cause his position and the complexion of 
the committee of which heis a member 
place it in his power to bring about the 
most vital of reforms, and give him an 
opportunity to further legislation that 
will prove to be of incalculable benefit to 
the tax-payers of the country. 

Dr. Felton says he is in favor of free 
quinine and of the repeal of the duty 
upon printing-paper. Unquestionably 
the blood-tax upon quinine was a mon- 
strous outrage, not to be tolerated, but is 
it any more monstrous than the demand 
of the so-called protectionists that the 
war-tariff tax upon articles which the 
working-classes are compelled to buy be 
continued and perpetuated? The posi- 
tion of Dr. Felton with respect to the tax 
on quinine and printing-paper is that of 
an uncompromising free-trader, while, 
with respect to the iron and other inter- 
ests, he appears to be in favor of uphold- 
ing the monopolists. Wedo not know 
how to reconcile these views, but we 
hope and trust Dr. Felton will reconcile 
them in the interests of the farmers and 
working people who elected him to con- 
gress. It is to be borne in mind that the 


'reforms which the member from the 


seventh district is asked to support are 
not free trade reforms. They are not 
really in the interest of the free trade 
theory, nor are they opposed to the prin- 
ciples of honest protectionists. They are 
reforms in the interest of the tax-payers. 

The tariff-taxes which congress is 
asked to reduce have in many instances 
been subjected to an actnal increase over 
the tariff imposed during the war when 
the government was seeking revenue 
from every possible source. In other 
words,‘while the people were exobitantly 
taxed upon importations of articles of 
prime necessity to support the govern- 
ment during the war, they are now 
taxed more exorbitantly to support cer- 
tain monopolies. We need not burden 
this article with a comparison, but Dr. 
Felton, as a member of the ways and 
means committee, ought to be familiar 
with the tariff lists. If he will take the 
list of 1864, place it side by side with the 
list cf 1880, and run his eye over the du- 
ties on the different grades of iron, 
wool and woollen stuffs, and other arti- 
cles which the working-classes are com- 
pelled to have, he will observe a consid- 
erable and consistent increase. 

Now, the proposition before congress 
is not tosweep away these duties—more’s 
the pity—but to reduce them to reasona- 
ble rate. Dr. Felton says he is a free- 
trader so far as quinine and printing-paper 
are concerned; would it be inconsistent 
with him to occupy the position of tariff 
reformer? Weareof the opinion that 
this is the only consistent position hecan 
occupy. To gotothe véry marrow of the 
matter, Dr. Felton cannot give us one 
single reasonable argument why the 
farmers and planters and working people 


of his district are taxed upon 
every pound of iron and _ steel 
they buy to support the iron in- 


terests? If he is a protectionist, he 
will answer that the iron interest needs 
to; be fostered, but does it need to be 
fostered any more than the farming in- 
terests? Are the crops of the planters 
protected bya tax? Are any of the in- 
terests of the working-classes protected? 
But this iron interest is an exceedingly 
small matter, for lo! here are one hun- 
dred and one monopolies that cry aloud 
for protection, and the tax, which is 
called protective, comes directly out of 
the pockets of the men, among others, 
who voted to place Dr. Felton in con- 
gress to protect their interests. The wool 
monopolies demand protection, and the 
people are compelled to pay atax of be- 
tween ten and twelve cents upon -every 
pound of raw wool they buy, in addition 
toan advalorem tax of ten and eleven 
per centum. Every blanket bought by 
the people is doubly taxed, according to 
grade, from thirty to fifty cents a pound, 
and, 35 per centum. The sugar they 
put in their coffee is taxed to protect the 
sugar plantations of Louisiana, and this 
interest alone filches from the people an 
annual subsidy of six millions of dollars. 
The salt which the people put in their 
food and- with which they cure their 
meat is taxed at the rate of eight cents 
& hundred pounds in order to pro- 
tect the manufacturers of Syracuse and 
the owners of a fgw salt wells in the wilds 
of Michigan. This seems monstrous; but 
when we reflect that it is always capital 
in some shape.or other in whose interest 
the so-called protective tariff is levied 
upon the working-people, the purpose and 
effect of the whole tariff seem to culmi- 
nate in a hideous outrage upon the rights 
of the farmers and the working classes. 

If it be borne in mind, in this connec- 
tion, that the sole end and aim of the 
present tariff reform movement is to re- 
lieve the people of only a small proportion 
of the taxes levied on them in the name 
of protection, the position of itsopponents 
may be fully understood and appreciated. 
It is a position that cannot, under any 
circumstances, be excused or defended 
without insulting the intelligence of the 
people. There seems to be no donbt: 
that Dr. Felton voted against Mr. Morri- 
son’s bill, which provides that no article 
of prime necessity—articles used by the 
working-classes, that is to say—shall

 Seme New Books. 

“The Manliness of Christ,’ by Thomas 
Hughes, is a little volume that may be read 
with great profit and satisfaction by those 
who are in danger of allowing their faith in 
matters spiritual to be overcome by the 
materialistic tendencies of the age. In 
spite of the title of his book, Mr. Hughes 
does net set much ‘store by what is known 
as muscular Christianity, and his design 
seems to be to show that what conflict there 
may be between science and any particular 
creed there can be no conflict between sci- 


‘ence and that instinctive knowledge of a 


spiritual life which is the basis of religion, 
and that instinetive worship of a creator 
which is the foundation of faith. It is the 
human attributes of Christ, which Mr. 
Hughes discusses, and to this extent the 
title of the book is misleading; for those 
who have read ‘Tom Brown's School Days’’ 
will involuntarily look into this little book 
for symptoms of athleticism—if we may be 
allowed to use the word. It may be that 
the tone of the book will not please those 
who have been trained to an unhealthy sen- 
sitiveness in regard to the discussion of re- 
ligious matters, but its effect upon the 
young, or upon those who have come under 
the influence of materialism cannot be oth- 
erwise than wholly good. Its tone is 
strong, healthy and virile, and its style 
clear, concise and vigorous. The volume 
is reprinted by Messrs. Houghton, Osgood 
& Co., who have thoughtfully issued a 
cheap paper edition. 

We are indebted to the author, Mr. 
Charles C. Jones, Jr., of Augusta, for a 
copy of his monograph on Hernando de 
Soto, recently read before the Georgia bhis- 
torical society at Savannah. The studies 
and searches of Mr. Jones have already 
made his name famous abroad, and it is 
likely thatin the course of time our own 
people will come to recognize the value and 
importance of the work which this thor- 
oughly equipped scholar is accomplishing. 
In the beautifully printed pamphlet before 
us, Mr. Jones follows the route pursued by 
the great Spanish explorer, and the adven- 


tures which befel his expedition during the 


march through the territory now embraced 
within the present geographical limits of 
the state of Georgia. The tract is prefaced 
by a steel portrait of DeSoto, and is dedica- 
ted tothe Hon. Charles J. Jenkins, The 
story ischarmingly told, and is full of the 
liveliestinterest. Mr. Jones is of the opin- 
ion that DeSoto entered Georgia on the 
march northward from Tallahassee in either 
Irwin or Coffee county. The expedition 
was most thuroughly equipped, and as its 
search was for gold and precious stones, it 
may well be supposed that its march 
through the country was accompanied by 
great cruelty to the peaceful natives whose 
towns lay within reach of the foray. 
Sepulchres were searched and 
robbed, and many of the Indians were led 
off into captivity. Perhaps the grossest of 
the outrages committed were never ailuded 
to by the Spanish narrators. The march 
proceeded across the state to what is now 
known as Silver Bluff, on the left bank of 
the Savannah river, about twenty miles be- 
low Augusta. Some think, however, that 
the expedition made its way to the Ocmulgee 
in Monroe county.’ From Silyer Bluff, De- 
Soto marched upward and along the right 
bank of the Savannah into what is now the 
county of Franklin; thence into the Na- 
coochee valley; thence into Murray county; 
thence into Gordon county; thence to the 
ancient village of Chiaha, which is now the 
modern city of Rome; and thence to his 
fate on the banks of the Mississippi. DeSoto 
entered Georgia in March, 1540, and depart- 
ed from it on the second day of July the 
same year. The pamphlet is beautifully 
printed at the office of the Savannah News, 
but in thecopy which Mr. Jones has been 
kind enough to send ns, there is an error of 
the binder which is very aggravating, but 
which we trust does not extend to the en- 
tire edition. 

Messrs. Robert Clark & Co., of Cincinnati, 
send us ‘‘The Election and Naturalization 
‘Laws of the {United States,’’ by Florien 
Gianque. It is almost imp~ssible to con- 
ceive of a more valuabie book of refer- 
ence than this. It is a compilation of 
all constitutional provisions and laws of the 
United States relating to elections and the 
elective franchise, to citizenship and to the 
naturalization of aliens, together with notes 
and decisions relating thereto. The consti- 
tutional and statuto-y provisions relating | 
to elections, to the naturalization of aliens, 
and to other kindred subjects are only to be 
found in widely separated parts of large 
and expensive volumes of statutes, while 
the decisions of the courts relating thereto 
are to be found scattered through series of 
reports, law magazines and other periodi- 
cals practically out of reach of those who 
have no access to large public libraries. 
This book, therefore, will be{found of use to 
members of the bar, to officers of elections 
and other elective officers, tu candidates for 
office, to officers of courts, and to all per- 
sons who take a proper interest in public 
affairs, The best digests are but imperfect 
guides to the information and decisions em-_ 
bodied in this admirable compilation. The 
volume is accompanied by a table of cases, 
and also contains a copious index of the 
notes and decisions. The pric of the vol- 
ume is, paper, 75 cents; cloth, $1.
